OUTRAGE BY MASKED MEN. 


Our Galway Correspondent telegraphed as 
follows’ last nigh:—The dwelling-house and out- 
offices of Thomas Duggan, Rosehill, Castlegar, 
were burned to the ground on Friday night. 
Mr. Duggan*-and his wife were the only 
occupants at the time. They had just re- 
tired to rest when the door was suddenly 
forced in. They got out of bed quickly, and 
Mre. Duggan Jit'a candle. When she reached 
the kitchen she was confronted by about a 
half-dozen men, who peremptorily ordered her- 
self and her husband to clear out. The visitors 
were dréssed in civilian clothes, and carried 
revolvers, They wore red handkerchiefg across 
their chins, and carried with them several petrol 
tins, the contents of which they scatiered all 
over the place. Half-clad and hurriedly enatch- 
ing a few articles of wearing apparel, Mr. 
Duggan and his wife left. Scarcely were they 
outside when the house was eet on fire. Another 
section of the raiders simultaneously directed 
their attention to the barn and stables, which, 
as well as the dwelling-house, were completely 
gutted. Machinery, harness, corn, etc., were 
consumed in the flames. 

Asked if he made in attempt to salve any 
of the furniture, Mr. Duggan replied: ‘‘ They 
hardly gave me time to let the team of horses 
ont of the stable. One of the men ordered 
me away from the etreet several times, and 
when [ refused to go he fired a shot over my 
shoulder.”’ Mr. Duggan adds that a sum of 
money was also lost, but is of opinion that it

STATEMENT BY THE MILITARY.

PUBLIC ‘OPINION IN JAPAN, 

A Times telegram from Tokio, dated February 
llth, says:—A very remarkable. demonstration 
of the power of public’ opinion in Japan i* 
revealed in the announeements issued to-day 
by the Imperial Household and the Home De- 
partment, to the effect that the bethrothal of 
the Crown Prince with Princess Nagako would 
be publicly announced. This is the official reply 
to the sudden outburst of public indignation 
against the intrigues in powerful political 
quarters aiming at breaking’ off the bethrothal. 
Signs of opposition to the intrigues have long 
been. apparent. Yesterday a great. national 
holiday was chosen by the agitators for a 
dramatic call to the people. Hundreds of 
thousands of handbills were distributed from 
motor curs calling on the people to offer prayers 
to the spirits of departed Emperors—notably, to 
appeal to the spirit of the Emperor Meiji. 
Though the handbills were couched in guarded 
language, according to custom, in all matters 
affecting the Imperial Family, the official 
announcements made plain the cause of the 
popular upheaval. So effective was the sudden 
opening of the floodgates of publie opinion that 
General Baron Nakamura, Minister of the 
Household, resigned, together with the Vice- 
Minister. It is significent that a statement 
issued from the oan Office Police Bureau 
says that the resignations’ result from fear of 
the consequence of popular indignation.

"THE LIVERPOOL 
INCENDIARY FIRES. 


The trial of the men charged in connection 


with the outbreak of incendiary fires which 
occurred in Liverpool] on the night of the 27th 
November last, concluded at Liverpool Assizes 
yesterday. 

Mr. Hemmerde, K.C., addressing the ‘ury for 
the defence, said that it was untrue to suggest 
that the Sinn Fein movement had violence for 
its object. e movement might lead to all 
kinds of excesses, but there was no proof that 
those happenings in Liverpool had anything to 
do with the Sinn Fein central organisation. 

Neill Kerr (aged 57) and James McCaughey 
(32), both labourers, were each sentenced to ten 
years’ penal servitude for conspiracy to commit 
murder and arson; McCaughey was also sén- 
tenced to ten years for the attempted murder of 
two conetahles, this sentence to run  con- 
currently with that awarded for the conspiracy 
charge. Matthew Fowler was sentenced to two 
years, the maximum penalty for his offence of 
conspiring to commit arson. 

Counse!, on behalf of Kerr, asked for leave to 
appeal. The Commissioner, Sir Alfred Tobin, 
RC. said that the law must take its course. 
He would do nothing to throw any doubt on 
the verdict of the jury.

The death of Lieutenant-Coionel Charles E. 
M'Clintock, J.P., took place at Glendarragh,.

(Cries 
of “No.” As to the threat of a railway 
strike. he said that the representatives of the 
people must govern through Parhament, free 
from the dictation of Mr. Bromley, or any 
other trade wnion leader. Regarding wheat 
prices, he said that he knew that there was a 
grievance. It was not the fault of the 
Ministry, and no pledges had been broken. 
There never was a promise that wheat was to 
be sold for 95s. What happened was that a 
maximum price of 95s. was put on, and if 
foreign wheat went below that ficure. it 
was distinctly said that the English 
and Welsh farmers must take their 
chance in the open market. But he realised 
that before foreign wheat went down—and the 
best Manitoba was now about ninety shillings— 
farmers were not getting the ninety-five shillings 
for good sound wheat that they thought they 
were entitled to. The positidn-was unsatisfac- 
tory, but the Prime Mimister was to receive a 
deputation from the National Farmers’ Union, 
when he hoped that a satisfartory sciution 
would be arrived at. Until then he could max: 
ne further statement. But Mr. Lloyd Geerge 
was the last man to break his promise to the 
farmers or to anybody else.

Before returning he had got Dublin, Castle to 


| waive the ¢éondition of the surrender of arma, 


but Mr. George thought it could not be waived, 
an opinion which was endorsed by Mr. Bonar 
Law. As the Archbishop, who wished to be fair, 
could not dream of asking us to accept euch a 
condition, the negotiations remained in abey- 
ance until the 29th and 30th, when they were 
disposed of finally at a Britith Cabinet meet- 
ing. So the Archbishop was informed on De- 
cember Jist. On that date a totally new pro- 
position was put forward, with which His Grace 
would have nothing to do. 

“Thus, the whole thing ended, as, I am sure, 
many of you anticipated it would end, by the 
British Premier's running away from the terms 
he had himeelf originally suggested. 1 have 
read over very catefully the minutes that have 
been supplied me of the several interviews, and 
can find no evidence that there was any real 
sincerity on the other eide, The British Pre- 
mier was simply manoeuvring for position in an 
attempt to place the representatives of this 
nation im a false light before the peoples of the 
work.”

SIGNOR ESPOSITO’S PIANO 
RECITAL. 


A well filled hall gave a warm welcome to 
Dr, Esposito yesterday afternoon, in the Royal 
Dublin Society’s Theatre. His programme in- 
cluded the famous sonata Op. 81 of Beethoven, 
called Les adieux, l' absence et le retour, and some 
delightful Bach, Handel, Scarlatti, and Chopin. 
How wonderful it is to hear a musician of the 
dld echoo] play Bach and Beethoven, nowaday 
when impressionism fules, and Marinet®™ an 
Schénberg are household words; in these days 
of “steel, pride, fever, and speed” all artists 
think they can break down every barrier of the 
past. Like Siegfried, they imagine that all 
the conventionality that has grown up with ages 
ie but a pink mist. ear most modern 
virtuosos play Beethoven. They add in notes, 
they infuse what they call the modern spirit 
into his classicism, and they set us wondering 
where the dignity of the Olympian eagle has 
gone. But, in Dr. Esposito’s playing, we see 
the great spirit of imtérpretation that used to 
exist in Beethoven playing, that beautiful 
balance and finish of the phrases, and that 
dignity and majesty. Nowadays, art surges 
amidst tempeste and breakers of anarchy and 
Socialism; the aftist cannot reise his head and 
contemplate the world. To play Beethoven, one 
must live like Marcus Aurelius, on a mountain. 
Dr. Esposito’s interpretation of Les Adieux had 
this quality—it showed us the Adieu of the 
19th century to the old claasicigm, not the mere 
departure of the Archduke Rudolph from 
Vienna. ar '

and the Giga were played with a quiet 
pensiveness that suggested the saint of 19th 
century music.

The Society, as it used to be known in 
Dublin, was called the Dublin Protestant Deaf 
and Dumb Association, and the Society as it 
would be known in future was the Mission to 
the Deaf and Dumb of Ireland, Southern Dis- 
trict. There was work carried on in Belfast, 
and also in Dublin and in Cork, dnd in the 
future the southern district would be a united 
agency in which they in Dublin would do their 
part, whilst their friends in Cork would do 
their part.

UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 

A letter was read from the Acting Town 
Clerk, Mr. M. J. Walsh, stating that he was 
directed by the Special Committee appointed 
by the Council on 26th January for the pur- 
pose of investigating the problem of wnem- 
caw agg in the city to take steps to secure 
unds from the Unemployment Grants Com- 
mittee, and to state, for the information of 
the Council, that two meetings of the Com- 
mittee had been held. Schemes for various 
road improvement works were prepared by 
the City Engineer, but the Committee found 
themselves confronted with certain difficulties, 
in view Of the conditions attached by the Un- 
employment Grants Committee to the making 
of grants from the funds entrusted to them 
for administration. The conditions included 
one that preference in employment be given to 
unemployed ex-service men; the grant should 
not in any case oxceed 60 per cent. of the 
hm gi bill of additional men taken on for work; 
and the unemployed workmen taken on muat 
remain on the registers of the Employment 
Exchanges, and would be required to take 
other work at any time if the Pxchanges were 
in a position to offer them such work. One 
of the schemes—namely, the completion of road 
construction work in the Fairbrothers fields 
area housing scheme—possessed the advantage 
that the sanction of the Local Government 
Board had already been obtained to the neces- 
sary loan, 

a. PB, F. Daly said that he was one of 
those who believed that this was a matter of 
great urgency, and the sooner it was dealt 
with the better for the country and the City 
of Dublin. There were 60 per ‘cent. of the 
wages to be paid to the extra labour to be 
employed, 40 per cent. to be found by the city. 
When making the order about the ex-service 
men the question of Ireland did not eeem to 
be considered at all. In Great Britain there 
was conscription, and in that country the first 
claimants upon the country would be the men 
who answered the call and made Britain a 
land fit for heroes to live in. (Laughter. ) 
There was no conscription in Ireland. for the 
reasons with which many of them wére 
familiar, and the sooner arrangements were 
made to place their case before the Committee 
appointed for dealing with the grants the 
sooner they would get work for those men.

Sin,—Your leader of the 12th inst. on the 
above deserves, and will have, the thanks of all 
business people in Northern Ireland. “There is, 
however, a hke grievance nearer home—namely, 
the backward condition of postal arrangements 
for the Township of Howth and Sutton.
